those groups by name. the CIO’s 
Cr,Hod Automobile Workers Union 
hrs been involved in a num ber of 
strikes since the end of the war. 
One of these walkouts was fol­ 
lowed by a

Ford layoff. 
Want 30 Per Cent Raise 
The layoffs, and the company's 
virtual cessation of all production, 
came on the very day that the auto 
union proclaimed plans to demand 
an industry-wide wage increase of 
30 per cent. 
A blunt threat of tr ik e s as a 
means to enforce the demand, if 
negotiation failed, was enunciated 
as union policy. 
The union’s international execu­ 
tive board meeting at Flint, to­ 
night placed an administrator in 
charge of Detroit West Side Local 
374, whose 4.500 members walked 
out at the

comnany three weeks ago. 
The 
Ford company held this strike re­ 
sponsible for its earlier lavoff.

Commenting on

the union board was taking steps

Todav’s 
Ford layoffs brought to approxi­ 
mately 80,000 the number of idle 
auto industry workers here and in 
neighboring Windsor, Ont., where 
a Ford strike was in its third day.

Dr. Parsons Claims Open 
Cut 
Mining 
Will 
Last IOO Years 


New York— The great Mesabi 
range in Minnesota, b arring some 
now unforseen developm ent, will 
be producing iron ore from ope li­ 
eut operations on a large scale for 
at least IOO years, predicts Dr. A. 
B. Parsons in the current issue of 
Mining and M etallurgy, published 
here by the A m erican Institute of 
Mining 
and 
M etallurgical 
E n ­ 
gineers. He refers to a report that 
the known reserves of th e Lake 
Superior district w ill be ex h a u st­ 
ed in 1950 if m ined at w a r pro ­ 
duction rates as misleading. 
This report was m ade in 1942 
by E. W. Davis, of the M innesota 
Mines E xperim ent Station, to the 
War 
Production 
Board. 
These 
Minnesota mines produced about 
85 per cent of the ore th a t p ro ­ 
vided the United States w ith steel 
for fighting the w ar. T he record 
slN m e n t from the area w as 91.- 
542.000 long tons in 1942: th e 1944 
shipment was less than 80,000,000 
tons, sufficient to meet th e needs. 
The report by Mr. Davis 
was 
based on an annual sh ip m en t of 
100.000.000 long tons, and 
dealt 
only with proved reserves of ore 
of "m erchantable." or d irect-sh ip ­ 
ping grades containing 51.5 
per 
cent iron. Dr. Parsons’ stu d y 
is 
based largely on figures 
in the 
Davis and other reports. 
Now that the w ar is over. Dr. 
Parsons estimates 
th at 
average 
shipm ents will shrink to 
about 
50.000.000 
tons 
a year, 
because 
New York state. A labam a an d the 
Far West m ay in the fu tu re con­ 
tribute more to the total th a n b e­ 
fore the war. 
The 
“proved 
re ­ 
serves” in M innesota a re 
much 
lower than the actual reserves, he 
feels, because “as soon as it is 
proved by drilling, first-class ore 
in Minnesota becomes subject to 
an ad valorem tax that am ounts 
to about 2 1-8 cents per ton per 
annum.” 
This tax. he states, is one good 
reason for not developing o re too 
far in advance of the lim e it is 
expected to mine it. 
As a fu rth e r source of vast iron 
ore supplies, Dr. Parsons indicat­ 
es the possibilities of beneficiat­ 
ing. or treating, ores containing 
from 35 per cent to 40 p er cent 
iron and from 20 per cent to 40 
per cent silica. Since 1930, he says
